(C) A CCESS SITUATION : 

a. Railways : 

(!) At 2140 hours, 7 Dec 61, the US Military Berlin- 
Frankfurt Duty Train, enroute to Helms tedt, was boarded illegally 
at Gerwish Station, in the Soviet Zone of Germany, by two East German 
males. Access was gained by shaking the outer door handle causing 
the ring locking device to slip off the inner door handle which 
permitted opening of the door from the outside. The East Germans 
said they had been told by a friend that the US train had been slowing 
down in Gerwish every night for the past two weeks because of work 
being done on a bridge. The East German conductor of the train was 
apparently unaware of the situation, as all processing was normal 
and the train completed its run without incident. 

(2) Since the closing of the East Berlin sector/sector 
borders on 13 August 190 !, operation of the Ud Military Duty Trains 
has been adversely affected. This has resulted from changes in East 
German Reichroahn operating procedures which include changing of 
locomotives and crews at Potsdam and Marienborn, lack of sufficient 
Reichsbahn personnel and the overall poor condition of the Reicnsbahn. 

b. Air Corrid ors: During this period there were no incidents 

involving Allied access to the air corridors leading to West Berlin. 

c. Autobalm : 


During this period the only major incident on the Autobahn 
involved the detention of a convoy of Co A, 1st Battle Group, 19th 
Infantry. The convoy arrived at the Soviet Checkpoint at Helms tedt, 
enroute to Berlin, at 1425 hours, 10 December, At this time the US 
troops dismounted from their vehicles, on the right side, for processing. 
During processing, a Soviet officer arrived and requested the troops 
to move to the left side of their vehicles, which was complied with, 
m '-he process of moving the convoy NCO c-scort brushed against an East 
German officer who was walking toward the head of the column.
